A. Hubbell, a member of the Council elect from the district 
of Bernalillo and Santa Ana, which were read and received. 

Mr. Ashurst then moved that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to invite Judge Benedict to administer the oath to 
Mr. Hubbell; which was adopted. 

The chair appointed on said committee, Messrs. Ashurst, 
Guadalupe, Gallegos, and Lopez. 
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The committee retiréd, ànd returned with the Hon. Judge 
Benedict; whereupon Mr. Hubbell was duly sworn as a 
member of the Council. 

On motion of Mr. Valdez, the pales of the last session of 
the Council were adopted for the government of the present 
session, 

Mr. Ashurst then moved: that. the Council proceed to 
the election of a President for the present session of the 
Legislature ; which was adopted. 

Mr. Ashurst then nominated Mr. José Guadalupe Gallegos 
for said office. 

Mr. Valdez nominated. Mr. Sydney A. Hubbell for said 
office. 

The roll being called, Mr. Gallegos received six votes, Mr. 
Hubbell four votes, and scattering two votes; and no one 
having received a majority of all the votes, it was announ- 
ced by the chair that no election had been made. 

Whereupon the second ballot was called, which resulted 
as follows: Mr. Gallegos six-votes, Mr. Hubbell four votes, 
and Mr. Cabeza de Baca two votes; and no one having re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes cast, the chair announced 
that no election had been made. 

Whereupon the third ballot was called, which resulted as 
follows: Mr. Gallegos received six votes, Mr, Hubbell re- 
ceived four votes, and scattering one vote; upon which the 
chair announced that no election had been made. | | 

Whereupon Mr. Ashurst appealed from the decision of the 
chair, and the question being put, * shall the decision of the 
chair be sustained?" was decided in the negative. 

Mr. Valdez then moved a call of the House, which was 
adopted. 

The roll then being called, all the members were present. 

Mr. Valdez then moved to adjourn. Not agreed to. 

Mr. Ashurst then offered the following resolution: 


“ Resolved, That as Sr. José Guadalupe Gallegos has re- 
ceived a majority of the votes of the qualified members of 
this House as President of the Council, he is elected Presi- 
dent of the Council.” 


Mr. Valdez moved to lay said resolution on the table un- 
til to-morrow.

Mr. Ashurst then moved that a committee of three mem- 
bers be appointed to conduct.Mr. Gallegos to his. seat as 
President; which was adopted. 

The chair appointed on.said committee, Messrs. Ashurst, 
Lopez, and Bazan ; and Mr. Gallegos, being conducted to the 
President's chair, addressed the Couneil in appropriate re- - 
marks: for the :honor conferred upon him in his election to 
the Presidency of the Council.

Whereupon Mr. Ashurst moved that the Council do ad- 
journ until 3 o’clock P. M. ; which was agreed to.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Council met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Ashurst then moved that the Council proceed to the 
election of a Secretary; which was agreed to. 

The roll being called, resulted as follows, to-wit: Mr. 
Tompkins received seven votes, and Mr, Mink five votes ; 
whereupon the chair announced that Mr. Tompkins was duly 
elected Secretary of the Council. 
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On motion of Mr. Ashurst, a committee of three was ap- 
pointed to notify Mr. Tompkins of his election as Secretary ; 
whereupon the chair appointed Messrs. Ashurst, Valdez, and 
Cabeza de Baca. 

Said committee retired, and after a short absence return- 
ed and advised the Council that they had performed the duty 
assigned them, and that Mr. Tompkins was present and ready 
to enter upon the discharge of his duties as said Secretary. 

Mr. Ashurst then moved that the Council proceed to the 
election of an assistant Secretary ; which was agreed to. 

Mr. Ashurst nominated Mr. Nicolas Quintana as a candi- 
date as said assistant Secretary, and no other nomination 
having been made, Mr. Quintana was unanimously elected 
assistant Secretary. 

Mr. Ashurst then moved that the Council proceed to the 
election of an engrossing clerk, which was agreed to. 

Mr. Ashurst nominated Mr. Manuel de Baca as a candi- 
date for said office of engrossing clerk. 

Mr. Valdez nominated Mr. Isidro Vigil as a candidate for 
she same office. 

And the roll being called, Mr Baca received seven votes, 
and Mr. Vigil received five votes; whereupon the chair an- 
nounced that Mr. Baca was duly elected engrossing clerk. 

On motion of Mr. Ashurst, the Council then proceeded to 
the election of an enrolling or fourth clerk. 

Mr. Pacheco nominated Mr. Francisco Sena as a candidate 
for said office. ` 

Mr. Valdez nominated Mr. John H. Mink as a candidate 
for the same office. 

And the roll being called, Mr. Sena received seven votes, 
Mr. Mink four votes, and Mr. Robles one vote; whereupon 
the chair announced that Mr. Sena was duly elected to the

On motion of Mr. Bazan, the Council then proceeded to 
the election of a sergeant-at-arms. 

Mr. Ashurst nominated Mr. Jesus Maria Bazan as a candi- 
date for the office of sergeant-at-arms, and Mr. Valdez 
nominated Mr. Tomas Salazar for the same office; and the 
roll being called, Mr. Bazan received seven votes, and Mr. 
Salazar received five votes; whereupon Mr. Bazan was de- 
clared duly elected. 

On motion of Mr. Bazan, the Council then proceeded to 
the election of a door-keeper. 

Mr. Ashurst nominated Mr. Antonio Jesus Romero as a 
candidate for the office of door-keeper, and Mr. Valdez nomi- 
nated Mr. Isidro Vigil as a candidate for the same office ; 
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and the roll being called, Mr. Romero received seven votes, 
and Mr. Vigil received five votes; whereupon Mr. Romero 
was declared duly elected. 

On motion of Mr. Ashurst, the Council then proceeded to 
the election of an inter preter. 

Mr. Torres nominated for said office Mr. Jesus Maria Se- 
na y Baca, and Mr. Valdez nominated Mr. Luis Leroux 
for the same office; and the roll being called, Mr. Sena y 
Baca received seven votes, and Mr. Leroux received five 
votes; whereupon Mr. Sena y Baca was declared duly elected 
interpreter. 

Mr. Ashurst then moved that a committee of three mem- 
bers be appointed by the chair to invite the Hon. Chief Jus- 
tice Benedict to administer the oath of office to the several 
officers elect of this House ; which motion was adopted. 

The chair appointed on said committee, Messrs. Ashurst, 
Hubbell, and Pedro Bautista Gallegos. 

The said committee after a short “absence, returned and in- 
formed the Council that they had performed the duty as- 
signed them ; whereupon the Hon. Chief Justice Benedict 
appeared and administered the oath of office to the various 
officers elect of this House, who thereupon entered upon the 
discharge of their several duties. 

Mr. Ashurst then moved that the chief Secretary be re- 
quired to make out two lists of the names of all the mem- 
bers of this House, and also two lists of the officers elect, and 
transmit the one to His Excellency Governor Rencher, and 
the other to the House of Representatives, for their informa- 
tion; which motion was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Ashurst, the Council then adjourned 
until to-morrow morning, at 10 o’clock.

The President appointed on said committee Messrs. Ash- 
urst of Santa Fé, Valdez of Taos, Pacheco of Rio Arriba, 
Cabeza de Baca of Santa Ana, Hubbell of Bernalillo, Bazan 
of Valencia, Torres of Socorro, Lopez of San Miguel, and 
Romero of Mora. 

Mr. Valdez, from the committee appointed to wait on Bis 
Excellency the Governor, reported to this House that said 
committee had performed the duty assigned them, and that 
His Excellency would deliver his Annual Message to the two 
Houses on to-morrow at 11 o'clock, A. M. 

Mr. Ashurst then moved to suspend the rules in order to 
introduce a resolution ; which motion was granted. 

Mr. Ashurst then offered a resolution that the Council 
meet jointly with the House of Representatives to-morrow at 
11 o'clock, to receive the Governor's Message; which reso- 
tion was unanimously agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. Valdez, the Council then adjourned 
until to-morrow, at 10 o ‘clock A. M.

The Council met pursuant to adjournment. 

The journal of yesterday was then read and approved. 

Mr. Ashurst, from the special committee appointed to re- 
vise the rules for this House, reported the rules back to the 
House without revision or amendment, and recommended 
that they remain as they now are; which report was adopted.

JOINT SESSION OF THE TWO HOUSES. 


On motion of Mr. Levi J. Keithly, of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, a committee of three, to be composed of two 
members from the House and one from the Councii, was ap- 
pointed to wait on His Excellency the Governor, and advise 
him that the two Houses are now in session, and ready to 
receive any communication that he may be pleased to make. 

The Chair appointed on said committee Messrs. Levi J. 
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Keithly and Candelario Garcia, from. the House, and Mr. 
Ashurst, from the Council. Said committee retired, and, 
after a short absence, returned and announced his Excellen- 
cy, who entered, and delivered to the two Houses assembled 
in the Legislative Hall, his Annual Message, which is as fol- 
lows, to-wit: | | 


MESSAGE. | 
Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


^ Custom as well as law has made it my duty to present to 
you annually a Message, in person. To discharge this duty 
I appear before you to-day, and offer for your consideration , 
a few of the most important subjects which require legisla- 
tion. Ina brief discourse such as I propose, it will be im- . 
possible for me to discuss the great questions of public inter- 
est which may and should engage your attention ; and I am 
certain that it is not necessary for me to attempt it. Seeing 
that you have come from all parts of the Territory, and there- 
fore intimately acquainted with all its wants, I trust that you 
will supply any omissions on my part. It would be equally 
unnecessary to repeat what I have before said on the subject 
of internal improvements, or that of public schools. The 
development of the resources, physical and intellectual, of a 
country, is the first and most important duty of a statesman ; 
and it is especially so in a country like our own. We livein 
a progressive age, and the more we procrastinate and delay 
the work of improvement, the greater and more humiliating 
will be the distance between us and other States and Territo- 
ries whose systems of internal improvements and public 
schools, under the fostering care of legislative protection, are 
constantly and rapidly advancing. However small and in- 
significant the beginning of a good work, yet the greatest and 
most profitable enterprises have resulted from the smallest 
beginnings. 

Near the close of the last session of the Legislature there 
were several enactments presented for my signature which 1 
could not approve, and which therefore failed to become 
laws. Amongthem was “ An Act authorizing the Governor 
to appoint a Police for the City of Santa Fe.” If this had 
become a law, it would have caused an increased expendi- 
ture, which the county would have had to pay instead of the 
City of Santa Fé. In my last annual message I called the 
attention of the Legislature to the hypothecated funds of the 
County of Santa Fé, and of the default or inability of the . 
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county to pay its bonds; and had said act become a law, the 
county would have been still more embarrassed and less able 
to pay its debts. The immediate Representatives of the 
county therefore opposed the -measure, as well as the county 
authorities; and, considering the subject solely one of local 
interest, I was unwilling to force upon the County of Santa 
Fé, against the will of her Representatives, a burden she was 
. unable to bear, and from which the other counties of the 
Territory were exempt. It affords me pleasure to state that 
subsequent experience. has demonstrated that no urgent ne- 
cessity existed for any such police; and that the County of 
Santa Fé, by judicious management of its means, is being 
rapidly disembarrassed of its public debt.. . | 
Another act of the Legislative Assembly which I.eould not 
approve was “ An Act making the Law for the. protection of 
Slave property in this Territory applicable to Indians (male 
and female) acquired from the savage tribes." The act, ap- 
parently, is founded on the supposition, that the Indians ac- 
quired from the savage tribes were slaves; which is not the 
case; neither is it in the power of the Legislature to make 
them such. The Legislature can neither create nor abolish 
slavery ; it may only regulate it where it already exists, the 
same as any other species of property. If, then, any Indian 
were found in a state of slavery, under the laws of Mexico, 
at the cession of this Territory to the United States, then 
the law above referred to could be applied to such property. 
lhe normal or native condition of our Indian tribes is that 
of freedom, and by our laws they can not be made slaves 
either by conquest or purchase. We may hold them as cap- 
tives or peones, but not as slaves. When the Territory shall 
become a sovereign State, it may exercise a jurisdiction over 
this subject which a Territorial Legislature could not claim. 
Another act, passed at the close of the session, which I 
could not approve, was “ An Act repealing the mode of select- 
ing and paying Grand and Petit Jurors.” The law proposed. 
to be repealed was enacted two years ago, and received my 
sanction; and I was afterwards satisfactorily convinced that 
the law was a good one. Wherever the right of trial by 
jury exists, it is of the last importance to have a good ju- 
ry; andit would be out of reason to oblige our fellow-citi- 
zens to submit to the vexation and expense to which jurors 
are subject, without some small recompense. I could not, 
therefore, sanction the repeal of the law. If I had done so, 
we would have presented the strange inconsistency of refus- 
ing compensation to jurors serving: in the District Courts 
while paying those in the Courts of Probate; for the same 
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Legislature passed “An Act providing for the compensation 
of jurors in County Courts.” As it is now, the jurors of 
both courts are equally paid, and, in my opinion, very justly. 

I recommended that each county should pay its own jurors ; 
but the Legislature was of different opinion, and I felt it my 
duty to acquiesce in their judgment—as I always do in sub- 
jects of minor importance. 

I have thus submitted to you my reasons for not having 

concurred with the last Legislature in some of its enact- 
ments, not because there was a law requiring it of me, but 
from a sincere desire to satisfy you that I have not done SO 
without well-founded objections. 
. I herewith submit the Report of the Treasurer of the Ter- 
ritory and that of the Auditor of Public Accounts. It ap- 
pears from these Reports that the total amount of warrants 
drawn on the Treasury during the last fiscal year ending 
November 15, 1860, was $7,683.; while the total amount of 
cash received during the same period was $8,445 ; leaving 
an-unexpended balance from receipts over expenditures, for 
the year, of $762. The public debt at the beginning of the 
year amounted to $4,438; deducting from this the unex- 
pended balance from receipts, $762, there still remains a 
balance of $9,678. According to said Reports, this is the sum 
total of the public debt. But the Auditor states that some 
of the counties have not yet rendered complete returns; if 
they had done so, I should have had the satisfaction of an- 
nouncing to the Legislature that the Territory vras entirely 
free from debt. 

Two years since, there was a law enacted for the revision 
of the laws of the Territory, and I was directed to appoint 
commissioners for that purpose ; but as the cost for the same 
had to be paid out of the Legislative fund, and would have 
been very considerable if the work were executed as it 
should be, I deemed it best to inquire of the Comptroller 
General whether such expense would be authorized to be 
paid out of said fund. In a letter to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Comptroller replied that he would not author- 
ize such payment out of said fund without a resolution from 
Congress to that effect, which, he thought, could readily be 
obtained on application to Congress. I submitted the sub- 
ject, with the correspondence relating thereto, to the consid- 
eration of the last Legislature. A prominent member of the 
Council addressed a letter to our Delegate in Congress re- 
questing him to procure the passage by that body of the re- 
quisite resolution; but he has informed me that, for some 
cause, no answer has been received ; neither do 1 find such a 
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resolution among the subjects of legislation which (as stated 
in a recent discourse by him) have engaged the attention of 
the delegate during the last session of Congress. Profound- 
ly convinced of the great importance of the-work in ques- ` 
tion, I again invite your earnest attention to the subject. 


The new Capitoliand Penitentiary still remain exposed to 
the deteriorating influences of the climate, as well as from 
' other causes. An appropriation of sixty thousand dollars 
was made at the last session of Congress to complete the new 
Capitol; but the appropriation was hampered with so many 
conditions, that it is doubtful whether the Secretary of the 
Treasury will expend the money. He is prohibited from do- 
ing so, unless he is entirely satisfied that the edifice can be 
completed with that sum. He has therefore applied to me 
for the most detailed information in order to be able to de- 
cide, but he has not yet made known'to me his determina- 
tion. The Penitentiary, to all appearances, has been aban- 
doned; under the supposition that nothing had been done for 
its completion ; neither have we received any appropriation 
for the improvement of our roads. 


Our relations with the Indian tribes remain nearly the 
same as at the time of your last adjournment. "There was 
then an incipient war with the Navajoes, but it was suspended 
until spring. At the opening of spring, the time fixed for 
the resumption of hostilities, the greater part of the troops 
were removed to another field of operations. Towards the 
end of summer, on the arrival of a large reinforcement from 
Yutah and other places, the military commandant of this 
Department was ordered by the Secretary of War to make a 
vigorous campaign against these audacious predatory hordes. 
This duty was assigned to Colonel Canby, and was executed 
by him, as I am informed, with a vigor and success as hon- 
orable to himself as to the valiant troops under his com- 
mand. But the triumph was not achieved without sustain- 
ing a most lamentable loss and which will ever be deplored. 
In the crown of laurel which encircles the brow of Victory, 
we always see entwined the cypress branch. The valiant and 
lamented George McLane, distinguished as much by his 
bravery as by his manly virtues, fell in battle from a shot 
fired by an Indian brave, and thus yielded his life a sacrifice 
to his country. In his loss, the service will have to deplore 
one of its most heroic and gallant officers, and the people of 
this Territory that of a faithful friend, who was always fore- 
most in their defence, and ever ready to imperil his life when 
that of others was in danger. 
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Sweetly the hero sleeps, who lays him down to rest, 
By all the good, and by his grateful country, blest. 

But the war, although progressing favorably, has not yet 
been terminated, and probably will not during the present 
winter. On account of its abandonment last spring, and the 
subsequent inactivity on the part of our troops, our auda- 
cious and savage foes were greatly emboldened. They attri- 
buted the delay on our part to incapacity and fear, and thus 
became more audacious and destructive than ever, and the 
inhabitants have suffered greatly from their frequent and 
cruel depredations. These roving thieves have even dared 
to approach the walls of our largest towns, and have driven 
off the herds and flocks within sight of the inhabitants. If, 
during the delay and inactivity on the part of the military 
commandant, I had possessed the necessary power and means 
for organizing a sufficient force to chastise these savage de- 
predators, it would have been attempted at all hazards; and 
I would have confidently awaited the prompt action of Con- 
gress to reimburse the Territory for the expense thereby in- 
curred. But the Governor of this Territory has neither the 
power nor the means to organize and equip an army for such 
purpose; he has not a man nor a single dollar at his disposal, 
nor is he invested with power to raise them. The only law 
concerning the employment of volunteers is that of 1855, 
which authorizes the Governor to call out volunteers to assist 
in protecting the Territory, and to chastise the Indians, and 
which Governor Meriwether (who approved the law) said 
was only intended to authorize the Governor to call out the 
militia under a requisition from the military commandant. 
This is the only mode in which they can be called into the 
service of the United States ; and when thus called out, they 
are surely paid, and without delay. 

I have been ready at all times to muster volunteers under 
such a requisition. But to suppose that the Governor can, 
of himself, and under the laws of the Territory, muster the 
militia forces into the service of thé United States, is a prop- 


Osition too absurd for argument. He can call them into the 


service of the Territory; and if Congress deemed that such 
service was necessary and proper, it would not withhold just 
compensation ; or, if previously paid by the Territory, then 
Congress would make indemnity for the amount—perhaps 
much sooner than if application had been first made. Such 
was the course pursued towards the militia ordered out by 
Prov. Gov. Messervy. They were not called into the service 
of the United States, as has been erroncously said, nor paid 
as being in such service. They were called out to suppress 
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an insurrection, or invasion, by the Indians, at a time when 
the military force of the Territory was comparatively small, 
and during the absence of the commandant, and when his 
opinion could not be had. Gov. Messervy stated that he 
could not have called out the militia, if the military com- 
mandant had been present and declined giving his assent. In 
my opinion, the call was both necessary and proper, and Gov. 
Meriwether, in a letter to the Secretary of War recommend- 
ing indemnification, expressed the same opinion ; and yet it 
was with great difficulty that the militia were induced to 
héed the call, and still more difficult to induce Congress to 
pay them. It was not until after five years of anxious 
doubts that Congress compensated their services, and not un- 
til the greatest part of the claims of those who had rendered 
service had passed into the hands of the few who reaped the 
profit of it. 

It was for these reasons that, when requested by a Con- 
vention held in this city to call out a regiment of mounted 
volunteers for the service of the United States, I refused, 
knowing that I was not empowered to do so. Neither did I 
believe it prudent to muster them into the service of the 
Territory ; for 1 did not believe that Congress would, under 
the circumstances, pay for their services. Large reinforce- 
ments of troops had just arrived from Yutah and other 
points, and the military commandant had given public as- 
surance that they would be employed in defending the Ter- 
ritory and in chastising the Navajoes. He had forty compa- 
nies at his disposal—more than sufficient, in his opinion, for 
that purpose—and he could not therefore accept even four 
companies of mounted volunteers which were offered him. 
Although I did not believe that mounted troops were neces- 
sary at that time, yet, being desirous of making my action 
conform as much.as possible to the expressed desires of those 
who had severely suffered from the merciless savages, I said 
to the Convention that if they still wished for a regiment of 
mounted volunteers, and were prepared to furnish the requi- 
site subsistence for the camp, and would run the risk of be- 
ing reimbursed by Congress, I would assume the responsibi- 
lity of organizing it under the laws of the Territory, in or- 
der to insure the campaign a more successful termination. 
This offer was rejected by the Convention, which preferred 
that the regiment should be without legal organization or 
legal control. But even then it was my earnest wish that 
the expedition, if undertaken, should be crowned with suc- 
cess, and agreed to furnish the requisite arms; not that I 
believed in the necessity for the expedition, much less in its 
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illegal charaeter, but because I desired its success; and I did 
not wish to give any one occasion to say, if misfortune had 
resulted from the lack of any needful provision, (which, I 
fear, has happened,) that I was to blame, inasmuch as I had 
refused to furnish the expedition with the necessary arms 
and equipments. 

The law which authorizes the Governor to call out the 
militia to repel invasions, even if he had the means to sup- 
port them when mustered into service, is perfectly useless as 
regards the pillaging ineursions of the Navajo Indians. In 
most cases, before notice could reach the capital these depre- 
dators would have escaped with the spoils to their lurking 
places in the mountains, where it would be hopeless to follow 
them. The Legislature has therefore enacted a law which 
not only authorizes but requires the militia officers of each 
district to call on the militia to repel such invasions. Being 
near at hand, they can most always do this most effectually. ` 
The only assistance, then, which I could render the people in 
this emergency, was to organize and arm bodies of indepen- 
dent volunteers for the protection of their families and prop- 
erty against these desolating incursions; and I gratefully 
acknowledge that many of these volunteers, while employed 
in this service, have earned well-deserved praise. . Not only 
have they protected their own and their neighbors’ lrouses, 
but have made many gallant and successful forays into the 
enemy’s country, destroying the savage invaders and recov- 
ering stolen property. So many of these bodies have been 
organized and armed, that but few public arms remain for 
distribution. ‘They are now where they ought to be, in the 
hands of the people. lI would therefore recommend the ap- 
pointment of an Adjutant General for the Territory, with a 
suitable salary, whose duty it shall be to see that proper care 
be taken of the publie arms, and the militia forces disciplined 
and drilled at least two days in the year. "This would great- 
ly improve the military spirit of the people, and would make 
them much more effective when called into active service. 

I have treated the subject of our relations with the Indians 
at considerable length. From an anxious desire to satisfy 
the Legislature, that, as your Governor, I have done all that 
the existing laws empower me to do, and all that lay in my 
power to do, unassisted as I was, and my endeavors frequent- 
ly opposed by the military commandant; who alone has been 
invested with power and supplied with means to give effec- . 
tual protection to the Territory and to punish the tribes of 
savages. But should the Legislature be of the opinion that 
the Territory ought to assume the grave responsibility, it 
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ought to authorize the Governor to call out volunteers for that 
end, and provide the means for equipping and sustaining 
them in the service. Doubtless this has not hitherto been 
done on account of the entire confidence reposed in the Fed- 
eral Government to give us that protection which it is bound 
to afford, and to give it, sends here, at immense cost, large 
and powerful forces. 


I have thus submitted to you, gentlemen” my fourth, and 
perhaps my last, Annual Message. Permit me, then, to say 
in conclusion, that, as your Governor, I have endeavored at 
all times to discharge my whole duty to the Territory, and, 
as far as in me lay, to do it without giving offence to anybo- 
dy. If I Kave not done all that, in your opinion, I could and 
ought to have done, it is owing more to a want of ability 
than to a sincere desire to promote your well-being ; and in 
retiring from this high station, 1 would desire (and this 
would not be an evil desire for the Territory) that my suc- 
cessor may resemble me in his desire to serve you—but with 
greater ability, that he may do it with greater effect.
